"We desire men to work into some 
position, the one for

best fitted. 
"Every man is a case by himself 


If he knows something of electric 
wiring he may be taught to do out- 
side electrical work, should he bo 
afflicted with tuberculosis. 
"It all depends. Frequently it hap- 
pens that a man has followed some- 
thing aa a recreation which may be 
turned Into his principal vocation. 
We have men at the Davis farm 
studying; we havo one young man 
back at Berkeley. . 
"But this does 
not 
necessarily 
mean that everybody la to be sent 
through a set course. 
"We wilt consider in each case the 


disability, the education of the man, 
his former occupation, his person- 
ality, his own desire for future work 
and 
the 
opportunities for place- 
ment." 
Tuberculosis accounts for about 40 
per cent of the cases. 
But 6 per 
cent of the cases have come to the 
point of amputation.

Wharfage tolls on tho land leased to 
the Parr McCormiok Construction Com- 
pany have caused a disagreement be- 
tween the firm and the city govern- 
ment, it -was learned today, when the 
company held that under its leass dock- 
age and toll receipts go to the city, 
but that wharfajre charges are not 
included in their agreement. The wa'jr- 
front at the foot of Seventh street haa

Kavv Department, Mr. Daniels " has 
disclosed 


plans ;for naval . administration which will be 
. greeted with general satisfaction on the Pacific 
Coast, and especially in the San Francisco Bay 
district. The Secretary announces that it is the 
intention of the department' to divide the naval 
craft 'into two approximately equal parts and 


. assign. v one hatf for duty in the Pacific and the 
other, half in the Atlantic. 


This will mean the -maintenance in Pacific 


waters of a full battleship organization, which 
includes capital ships ~bf the .battle-cruiser and 
superdreadnaught types, armored cruisers, scout 
ships, ammunition ships, destroyers, submarines, 
hospital and supply ships and other naval auxil- 
iaries. 
The present size of. the navy, greatly in- 


creased, during the war, will permit a. formidable 
fleet for each ocean. The fleet strength will be 
further added to within the next three years by 
rue completion of vessels now on the building 
ways. 


Such a naval unit will require a vast amount 


of supplies of all kinds and a large base for ren- 
dezvous-daring repairs, provisioning, oh-. 
: 
'•' Tt- 


\vas to select the site of such a center of fleet 
operations that Congress authorized the creation 
of the Helm commission. This commission com- 
pleted its survey work over a year ago and se- 
lected Alameda city as the site for the Pacific 
coast base. 
The Hehu commission^ report was 


filed with the Secretary of the Navy, over a year 
ago, but no request has been made upon Con- 
'gress for the initial appropriation to start con- 
struction work. 
Mr. Daniels' given reason for 


the delay was the very plausible one that all re- 
sources were needed in the prosecution of the 
war against Germany. . 


Now that that task is practically ended, the 


naval bases must receive early 
consideration. 


With the enlarged -navy it was inevitable that a 
large unit would be assigned to the Pacific tuid 
it was with this thought in mind that Congress 
created the board of naval experts to select the 
most suitable site. 
It is evident from the latest 


announcement of Mr. Daniels, details of which 
were published in yesterday's TRIBUNE, that the 
Pacific fleet will be created 
sooner than was 


hoped for. It will be here sometime during the 
present year. 


It may be'erpected, if the administration's at- 


titude regarding the naval base Is as intelligent 
and far-seeing as its building policy, that work 
will he started on this project as soon as possih'o..

MR. DAVID LUBIN. 


Mr. David Lubin, who died in Rome yesterday, 


was a distinguished citizen of California who 
had won high recognition and honors from many 
foreign countries.

him to make an impression in world 
affairs, 


were his unshakable faith in the 'enterprise he 
made his almost exclusive work in the closing 
decades of his life and his untiring industry. 
Back of these were, of course, a profound knowl- 
edge of world economic and business condition?. 


Mr. Lubin was the originator and founder of 


the International Institute of Agriculture at 
Rome, but prior to building this monument to 
his life he achieved the necessary feat of con- 
vincing most of the governments of the" world 
that .the'economic life of cue nation is closely 
related-to that of another and that co-operation 
on some points might bring improvement This 
was in itself no small feat. 
In an era in which 


economic and commercial animosities and jeal- 
ousies were the rule Mr. Lubin did something to 
earn for him a lasting memory.
